Though in many respects a 
andy and useful vehicle, yet it is open 
t> question as to whether it had better 
nover had been invented, -or have come 
i tosuch general use-;——asthe didadvant- 
ayes incident to its employment are by no 
‘means fow nor sviall, as may be readily 
pointed out by any one who'has reflected 
sn the subject, We have no means of 
accurately knowing how many men in 
this country obtain their livelihood -by 
drawing jinrikishas, but, off and on, 
probably not lesa -‘but rather more than a 
quarter, of a million of able-bodied laborers 
ure thus employed, most of whom would 
ho better engaged in agriculture, road~ 
riaking, and other industrial pursuits, 
en'culated to devélope tho resources of the 
country, and to add to its exchangeable 
products, Inatead of this, these men, 
owing to waiting for fares, lead a half- 
ile existence, 
pition, which ‘involves violent. straina 
upon the body, with great alternatives of 
heat and cold, and exposure to the incle-"

Were it not for-the constant temptation 
aad facilities for riding which the univer- 
sal jinrikieha gives, tens of thousands 
who now ride would have to walk,—thus 
benefitting at once their health and their 
pockets, ‘The Government, which derives 
a monthly tax, applied to municipal pur- 
poses, from each-of these vehicles, might 
wisely interfere to check a business which 
hag grown to a vast and harmful extent ;
